Naturally enough in England, hut 
unnaturally with aome people in Ireland, 
it ia the custom to look aakance at the 
movement which has rescued many and 
will rescue the remaindir of these men 
from felon's graves within luiglisli (iris- 
ons. Hut that the iniblic opinion of Ire- 
land is solidly behind the movement 
such a meeting shows. England has her- 
self to blame in tbia matter as upon all 
others in which we strive to subvert her 
interests. These prisoners, if they were 
really dynaraitards, as the Englisit press 
and people pretend, should have been 
tried under the explosives act, which 
waa mahcd through the House of Coni- 
mona for the very purpose of dealing 
with aneh offenses. Had the Govern- 
ment elected to do thia, any prisoners 
convicted would long since have been 
liberated, like the Walsall anarchisU 
and others so tried and convicted. Thus 
the whole matter would be "a conchided 
incident," as the French say, and minis- 
ters would have no further trouble. In- 
stead of acting in accordance with the 

justice, the OovernnieBt pt flic 4ay

Will Gerolanio Maria Ootti Ije the next 
occupant of the chair of St. Peter? 

If not. the wonderful prophecies of St. 
Malachy, the prophet-prieat of Ireland, 
will fail for the first time in history. 

Right centuries ago this Archbishop, 
gifted with power to lift the veil of the 
future, wrote of the succes.sor of Leo ' 
XIII., "Signus aniens" — "a hnining 
torch." By a strange chance— is it fate | 
or merely a coincidence? — in the coat-of- 
arma of Cardinal Gotti ia a burning torch. 

It is now known that the frail old man, 
Leo XIII., ia passing away. Who will 
be the successor is a question that is agi- 
tating the wortil. Ti> .insuer it many 
have lurne<l to that strange antl almost 
forgotten book, "The Prophecy of Mala- 
chy, figuratively characterizing all the 
Popes from the writing of it to the end of 
the world." They have found there the 
symbol for the new Pope. It ia a lighted 
torch. 

Kight centuries ago Malachy O'Mor- 
gair, .\rclibishoi) of .\rma>;h, Irel.itid, 
wrote this Papal chain. He was a mod- 
est man, a pious man, ami he became the 
prophet -saint of the Emerald Isle. When 
he died in 1148 it waa found that he had 
left behind a wcmderfnl book. Xt was 
called "The Chronicles of Malachy," and 
it contained a motto for every sovereign 
Pontiff from 111:! to the end of the 
Papacy. And every Pope from that time 
has corresponded to the prophecy of the 
Irish seer. 

At first but little waa thought of the 
motives of the good Saint Malachy. It 
was not until several centuries after the 
,\rchbishop's death that they were pub- 
lised by Albert Wiujj, a Benedictine 
monk, ^lilice that time they have been 
translated into many langu.i^es and have 
come to be valued as sibylline lx)oks. 

Celestine H. was the first Pope under 
the prophecy. Ex castro Tibris— "From a 
castle of Tiber," the motto reads. Celea- 
tine was a Tuscan by birth, a native of 
Fort Saint Feltcitis, near the Tiber. 

Many \ears later .\dri.in IV., the only 
P^nglishman who has ever worn the triple 
crown of St. Peter, succeeded .■Xnastasius 
IV. Again the prophecy came true. It 
read: De rure albo— "Of the Albui 
(white) country." 

Adrian waa not only from the white 
cliffs of Albion, but he had been Bishop 
of Alba and I^egate to Norway, the land 
of snow . 

There are 111 of these remarkable 
prophecies. Bach haa been almilarly 

verified. 

Of the latter-day Pontiffs St. Malachy 
says of the 100th Pope after Celestine: 
Crux de Cruce — "Thia cross comes from 
the cross" (of Savoy). This was Pius IX. 

Like the famed oracle of Delphi, the 
meaning of .Malachy's terse Latin mot- 
toes was sometimes misunderstood. But 
there always came a day when all was 
made phun, and the spirit uf prophecy 
was vindicated. 

After the Pope who ia apoken of as 
a torch. Saint Malachy mentiona eight 
more Pontiffs. That, said the prophet, 
will be the end of the roll of Popes, for 
then the earth, too, will pass away. Hc 
adds one last prophetic vision. 

"At the time of the final persecution 
against the Holy Roman church the 
Pontificial throne will be occupied by 
Peter, a Roman; second of that name. 
He will feed hia flocka amid tribula- 
tions. When they shall perish the seven 
hilled city will be destroyed, and the 
terrible Judge will juilge his i)eople." 

There are mau\- learned prelates who 
would willingly rule the Pafial See, and 
would fain forget the prophecies of 
Malachy. No earthly monarch has such 
loyal subjects as this Roman pontiff; 
no king wields so great a power. In out- 
ward magnificence his entourage is not 
what it was, but in the impressive logic 
of fact the spiritual monarchy which 
humbled Bismarck does not yield to the 
proudest throne. Not the C/ar himself 
haa so many subjects. Princes sue to 
him fcur pardon, the proudest in the land 
kqeel humbly at hia feet. Some Popes 
have maintaioed a atat* and ceremony 
befitting a nigbty Ung. Leo xill. 
haa lived the life of a holy ascetic and 
cared naught for worldly glory. St. 
Malachy wrote of htm. "Lumens iu 
Caelo" iight in heaven." In every 
truth his holy life, his good deeds and 
hia wise and kindly rule shine out like 
• beacon' in the religions world. Still, 
the motto would have fitted others. 

Several namea have already been men- 
tioned for the chair that will soon be 
vacant. 

There IS Cardin d KamjK)lla, the learned 
diplomat and t!:e uncompromising foe of 
the Italian Government, and Cardinal 
Augelo di Pietro, the pious, beloved old 
man from Environs, called already "the 
Saint" by his people. Bither is worthy 
to be a Pope, they say iu Rome. 

There is another; his name is Gerolamo 



Maria Ootti, and in his coat of arms 
can be seen a burning torch. Will the 
prophecy of the Ir^h seer be fulfille<l? 
Will Cardinal Gotti' lay aside his itn'tre 
that the triple crown may be placed 
upon his brow? Or. will the nineteenth 
century laugh at tn^ predictions of the 
Irish saint and breidc the chain of his 
predictions? Will the torch l)e quenched? 
There are those who say it will bring 
dire disaster to the Ilolv See if the proph- 
ecy of Malachy is forgotu ii 

In the splendid and artistic ceremon- 
ials of papal coronaaon there is a simple 
act performed. An J^ttendant of the pa- 
pal chapel bringa iaMi handfnl of flax on 
a gilded rod; tha >lMter of oeremoniea 
bums thia flax in ihe presence of the 
Supreme PontifT, saying solemnly: 
"Holy Father, thus passes avv.iy ihe glory 
of the world." Will the torrli of C,otti 
gu out as the bit of flax? Ur will it be a 
light to illumine the world when hc alta 
upon the throne of iL Peter? 

That Cardinal 0«Hiafitted tobethe 
head of the church po one doubts. His 
life has been a simple one, full of self- 
-siicrificc and unceasing labor. 

The son of a C.enoese 'longshoreman, 
he was brought up in ]>overty, and was 
familiar from his diildhood with the 
sorrows of the poc^. For many years 
he waa a brother of Rhe Carmelite order, 
passing his time inTpehance and pray- 
ers. \ 

At last he becaffife its General, the 
highest linnor of the order. The Pope 
finall> appointed him Apostolic Nuncio 
to Brazil, and then Cardinal, not because 
be was a brilliant liun or a wonderful 
leader, or even a Ipeat organiaer, but 
because he was hc^ man. It ia aaid 
that of all the prelates Gotti is most be- 
loved by Leo. His gentle soul, his pure 
life, have endeared him to the Holy 
Father. 

Leo XIII. is a fine theologian, absolute 
in his faith, magnetic in his personality 
and the wisest of diplomats, but he sees 
in the son of the Getioese 'longshoreman 
the nobility of soul ithat makes a man a 
power among his feltow-men. 

Gotti is a learned nian and an upright 
man, but he has neither the wondertul 
intellect nor the fascinating personality 
of Leo XUl. It has been said of hiui 
that he would not jjbake a great Pope, 
but a good one. 

Leo XIII. haa nii the prophecies of 
St. Malachy. He knows that the motto 
of the next Pope is •'The burning torch." 
Perhaps it is for that reason he has been 
heard to allude to Cardinal Gotti as "my 
successor."

1 don't 
think it was anything at all.* All we were 
afraid of was the iaanigenta coming into 
the city, but they heeded good advice and 
kept out of sight. Those we caught on 
the streets with arms were disarmed. 
They are worse than tlie Spaniards. I 
have no use for them at all; they are too 
lazy to do any good for themselves. It's 
burning hot here— so hot that we run 
around in our underwear in the barrack 
yard, but when we go on guard we have 
to wear white glovea, bint ahirta, white 
pants and a pair of leggins, which should 
not be allowed, for it is just the same as 
st.inding in a furnace with so inuoh 
clothes on. We drill in the morning 
frinn 7 to 8, and we are not allowed out 
between the hours of 1 1 a. in. and .'t p. m. 
They say it is too warm, but it is not too 
hot to work or drill. This is the un- 
healthiest time of the year here. There 
are 600 in the hoapital and thoaaadmitted 
every day average from ten to twenty and 
the death roll averages from three to six 
every day. I was on guard at the hos- 
pital yesterday and two funerals passed 
me in one hour — some poor soldier boys 
who fought bullets and shrapnel shell, 
but could not fight some dread sickness. 
We alao have alxmt ten caaea of small- 
pox here. I waa reading a paper here 
from 'Frisco, whtr* it said the California 
boys led the il0l$Hi on th e night of

The follow ing letter from 
Mr. Timothy J. Riordan, formerly a 
well-known Irish resident of thia dty, at- 
tests to their treachery and worthless- 
ness. It was written to Mr. John Dolan, 
under date of t)ctober •"), and was re- 
ceived here Suixlay, being one iiiouth in 
transmission. Mr, Riordan had a very 
lively time at Cavite, ami from his ex- 
perience at Manila it would seem that 
soldiering in the Philippines is not as 
pleasant as many imagine. He has many 
friends ia thia city, who will be delighted 
to hear from him through these columns. 
I'tom his intereatiagkttcrwecxtnetthe 
following: 

Dear John— I received a letter from you 
today, dated eight days after the battle 
and aiurrender of Manila. I tell you 1 
felt good and happy, for I have received 
only three letters from l>>niaville since I 
got here. I wrote to you and Mr. Tandy 
from Cavite. From there I sent Tandy 
s.)iiie relics I got from Spanish prisoners 
whom the insurgents had. One thing I 
did not tell youwastlu- iinmbi rot piisoii- 
ers we had. We have about 14,U0U inside 
the walled dty. Uncle Sam ia feeding 
them and they get but two hoora out in 
the morning and two in the afternoon. 
There are draw-bridges to this city and 
we have guards at them all, so they can 
not get out. Vou can bet your life I have 
seen service enough by this time, but it 
is not the fighting or the few hardships 
we have to go tlilv*)g'> ^^^^ have made me 
see service enough. It is the dogged ness 
and tyrrany of our officers, for whom, I 
guess, the papers in America are singing 
hymns of praise. If the man in this army 
could only have their way the papers in 
America would sing hymns somewhat 
different. Old boy, I am safe and sound 
and came through the thick of the battle 
with another Louiaville boy as a partner, 
ainging our ' 'Old Kentucky Home. " It 
waa like going to a picnic, but it was a 
little too hot. Talk about your balla at 
Louisville; we had a succession of balls 
on August 13; we had steel balls and lead 
balls and bra.ss balls, while the band con- 
cludetl with "What a hot time in the old 
town" there was for us. We were wet, 
dirty and tired, and sleepy and hungry, 
too, for the hardtack we put in our 
knapaacka got all wet from the heavy 
rain that fell on the morning of the bat- 
tle. The evening we captured the dty I 
went on guard at about 4 -.30 o'clock or 
somewhere near that hour, and I tell you 
when I got off next evening I did not 
need a bed to sleep on — I laid right cImw m 
on the stones and slept the sleep of the 
tired and needy man. Every morning 
for about a month we would send out 
about 150 men for guards, not to mind 
what other r^imenta would send out too. 
The guard has fallen dowa to aix in my 



.■\ugust "J, but It never mentioned the 
Nel)ra.ska boys or the I'.ighteenth. They 
were the hoys that did the fighting that, 
night and they fought until their last 
shell was gone, and they had the Span- 
iards already retreating when the Cali- 
fornia volunteers came from camp in 

double linu-. If you re.id the papers you 
will liiid tliat lliere were more of the Ne- 
braska volunteers hurt or killed than any 
other outfit iu the trenches. The reason 
why waa they had fighting metal in them 
and they jumped on top of the breast- 
works to follow the Spaniards when 
three or four of thdr comrades were 
killed. The officers could hardly get 
them back iu the trenches. ,So that is 
how they were killed. If you walked 
over the same ground that we fought the 
battle on you could not tell that there 
waa one fought there. The rice fields 
have grown up and the trenchea are al- 
moat level with the ground, with a thick 
growth of grass over them. The only 
thing that remains to tell of it at all is 
the old fort. There is a hole through and 
through it large enough to admit a box- 
car to pass. One of Dewey's shells struck 
it and killed and wounded from twenty- 
five to forty-five Spaniards. Another sign 
remains in the cut-up condition of the 
trees all around. They are cut and rid- 
dled by Mauser bullets and shrapnel 
shells, which burst all around us, and, 1 
tell you, when we look at them and think 
of what we have gone through we have to 
laugh at ourselves and say we did not 
think it was so fierce, but when you go 
right out and look at all these things, 
then is when jrou come to find out what 
it was you went through. John, I had 
my picture taken about two weeks ago. 
I mailed three of them to you — one for 
Jimmie, one for yourself and one for 
Tandy, The background of the picture 
shows the beach where that tmigh fight 
was on August 2. I don't know how 
you will like them, but I send them any- 
way, and I want you to keep them in 
memory of the battle of Manila and your 
true friend. About October 8 or 10 I will 
put in my application for discharge and I 
expect to be in Louisville for Christmas 
or s<x)ner, and then I can tell you a little 
more than I would like to mention in 
this letter, for it .seems to me that the 
letters we write here are not delivered in 
the States. Let me know in the next let- 
ter yon write me if you got the letter 
alK>ut the battle. It was written on

Not only is her empire more scat- 
tered than any other, but she is 
absolutely dependent at home on 
supplies from abroad. She has a 
powerful navy, of course; but she 
will require every ship she possesses 
to keep the ocean free for the im- 
port of foodstuffs from abroad, the 
stoppage of which for even one 
month would bring about some- 
thing like a famine among the mill- 
ions of her working population. 
The mere prospect of danger to 
merchandise on the high seas would 
in all probability stop the outflow 
of corn from America, a result 
which would be more fatal to her 
than the destruction of her fleet 
would be to Prance. The Prench, 
on the other hand, might have 
every one of her ports blockaded 
and still be able to feed themselves 
out of the produce of their country.

"You can 
not pass, the meeting is proclaimed, ' ' 
were the words that were dinned 
into the ears of the organizers of 
the gathering, which was convened 
in an orderly way and to discuss a 
question of legitimate public im- 
portance. The dispatches give an 
idea of how the interference by 
Dnldin Castle with the right of 
open-air meetings was enforced by 
the satraps.

His Ivxcellency, and not his chief 
secretary, represents the Irish ad- 
ministration in the cabinet council. 
What is the net result of this at- 
tempt to revive fhe coercion regime? 
Between the issue of the preciotis 
prochimation on Priday and the 
holding of the meeting on Sunday 
— for the meetings were held de- 
spite bayonets and batons — a thou- 
sand men of the Ballinrobe district 
enrolled their names as members of 
the United Iri.sh League. If noth- 
ing will convince Dublin Castle of 
the stupidity of their efforts to 
stifle national feeling and to de- 
prive Nationalists of the elemen- 
tary rights of citizenship, at lea.st 
the vast accession of strength to 
the new organization should point 
a moral to them. The association 
will be looked upon as an absolute 
necessity in Counaught. Not many 
weeks ago the people there were 
starving. Their economic condi- 
tion was deplorable. The land 
difficulty there presents itself in its 
acutest form. When the people 
seek to better things by combina- 
tion and rightful agitation Dublin 
Castle issues its fiat to blast the 
hopes of the poverty-stricken peo- 
ple. We knew the result. By this 
time Ireland's rulers may have 
realized how futile is their bitter 
display of anger against the men 
who, whatever some people may 
say at>out their shortcomings, have 
fearlessly told the Government that 
the Celtic peasantry of the West 
will not be driven from their homes 
and holdings without a struggle and 
a protest. 




The careless handling of a rat confiiiecl 
in a ciiffe for exi>eriiiiental purposes 
caused the dealli <if Dr. Raiisch a few 
days ago in Vienna. Dr. Mueller, his 
pbystciaii, also died sfter attending him. 
The tragedy originated in Prof. Noth- 
nagcl's laboratory, where experiments 
were being conducted with the plague 
gemis since the outbreak in the i:ast two 
years ago. It receives great attention 
from the profession of Vienna ln-f.-iuse, 
on account of that city's proximity to the 
East the plague is more feared there than 
elsewhere in Europe. This plague lurks 
perpetually in certain interior cities of 
Asia. Occasionally It appears in the 
great ports and creates a panic. In 1894 
it broke out in severe form in Hoog 
Kong, and as the "black death" it has 
nearly depopulated Juirope on several oc- 
casions. It is therefore a subject of much 
experiment and study on the part of 
learned and scientific men, and it was 
while thus engaged that Dr. Barisch re- 
ceived the Ute that cansed^s death and 
the death by infection of the physician 
who attended him. l-^ven the nurses 
were taken violently ill and for a few 
days it was feared that the plague had 
gotten a foothold in the city. A similar 
disaster ia not impossble in this country. 
There are enoitgh plague and disease 
germs of all kinds confined in the labora- 
tories in different sections of the ITnion 
to kill the entire population in a few 
days. -

Dr. W. Kinnear, the London scientist, 
promises the luiiuan family tlirce cen- 
turies of life if they will abstain from foo<l 
that has a tendency to ossify their liones. 
Three hundred years of life! Just think 
•f it. A man only eighty or ninety-five 
years old would be considered a mere 
stripling and at a hundred and fifty he 
would just be entering man's estate. His 
theory is based on the fact that a child's 
bones are soft and gelatinous an<l that as 
It grows older they Ijecome hard and 
brittle. The heart, the lungs, the whole 
interior organism, gradually absorbs the 
lime in foods'sind we become ossified and 
are easily cradtad or fracture<l. This is 
the condition approaching oUl age. There- 
fore the thing to do 4n order to preserve 
our youth is to avoid tl-.e fcKxl and drink 
that will ossify our bones and organs. 
His rule is that we eat an abundance of 
fruit. Kaw, juicy apples are especially 
recommended. For meat, take young 
mutton and veal, poultry atid fish. They 
contain very little of the dangeroiu salts. 
We must drink daily two or three glasses 
of distilled water containing ten to fifteen 
drops of diluted phosphoric acid in each. 
The acid, he claims, is one of the most 
powerful influences known to science for 
shielding the system from old age. All 
driakiag water used after middle life 
should be distilled.

You can Ueeji Hteen (■■iTee for 
yaars and it will improve will; aj^e, like 
wines and liquors, but when you roast it 
yon open the pores and the strength and 
aroma begin to escape, and if it goes to 
the grocery and siU around in tuba, cans 
and other vessels it soon loses the greater 
part of its value and !)ecoines tough and 
hard to j;rind. The package coffees are 
notable for this fault, and "fteii have to 
be place<l in the store t : '. i- lore 
they can be ground. The package cof- 
feea, too, are more or less gla/.ed or filled 
with subauncea often foreign to it. and 
while they add to iU weight, ought to be 
classed as inii)urc foo<l. Yet many people 
HO on from year to year using these 
^lazeil coffees without stojijiiiiK to con- 
sider that they would not suffer any (Hher 
article of food they nae to come into the 
liouae if it waa covered with the same 
stuff with which glaaed coffeca are cov- 
ered or coate<l.

AUVB TODAY WITH MYWe BNOtOV 



On November (>. I7i»8, His Holiness 
Pius VI. issued a bull creating the hier- 
archy of the Catholic church in the 
I'liited States, and ap|)ointed the Rev. 
John Carroll the first Bishop of Balti- 
more, whoae cpiacopal jurisdiction ex- 
tended over all the territory then com- 
prised in the' Federal Union. He was 
consecrated in the chapel of I.ulworth 
Castle in luiglaiid by the venerable 
Hislio]) \Valmesle\ , vicar a})ostolic of 
the London district, on .\ugust 15, 17'.K(, 
and s(H>n afterward set out for Baltimore, 
where he arrived on December 7. 

After occupying thia aee for a quarter 
of a century he died, full of years and 
merits, December 3, 1815, in the eighty- 
fir^t \e.ii of his age. The history of 
Archl>ir,lioi> Carroll's adininislralion 
clearb sliows that his ap])oiiitnienl was 
not only wise and judicious, but an es- 
pecially providential one. (.ifted by 
nature with talenta of a high order, he 
improved and developed thoae talenta by 
a long course of study in one of the best 
colleges in Kurope, and even among the 
brilli.iiit schol.irs of St. ( liner's he WOn 
a high reputation for le.iriiiiig. * 

.\rclibislio]) Carroll w.is .1 mim of devoted 
Irish Catholic parents, and inherited the 
deep faith of hia anocators. Destined to 
hold so conapicuotu a place aa leader of 
the American church, he waa bom in 
Maryland in 17H5. At the age of fifteen 
he was sent to the Jesuit College of St. 
Onier's, in I'reiicli I'landers, where he 
met people of various nationalities, who 
helped to enlarge and catholicize his 
mind without weakening his patriotiam. 
Here he atudied under the admirable 
ayatem of the Jeauit fathers, and finally 
became a member of their society. Sub- 
se<pienllv he was j)rofessor of philo.sophy 
aii<l theology in their scholasticate, and 
thus enjoved the advantages of a thor- 
oughly Jesuit system of e<lucation and 
religious training. 

The auppreaaion of the Society of Jes- 
aiU in 1778 left Father Carroll a aecnlar 
prieat and free to return to hia native 
country. The suppression caused him 
the most intense grief. He liowed, how- 
ever, with resignation to the inscrutable 
degree of rrovideiice. lie well knew that 
no individual and uo society is essential 
to the church's existence; that her di- 
vine life mil be perpetuated, no matter 
bow many of her children fall. Pope 
Piua VII., 1814, jnat one year before the 
death of Archbishop Carroll, re-estab- 
lished it. It was the supreme dying con- 
solation of the Aiiuri.an jirelate. 

I'or .several years previous to Dr. Car- 
roll's appointment as Bishop of Balti- 
more the qaaation waa diacussed of such 
an appointment to aome American city. 
In 17M Biahop Challoner, then Vicar 
Apoatolic of the London district, pro- 
posed Philadelphia as the most suitable 
place, because of the freedom enjoyed by 
Catliolics in rennsylvania under the iu- 
llueiice of the gentle s])irit an<l laws of 
William Penn and his followers. But it 
muat be admitted that Maryland had 
atill ationg claitna, because of the great 
number of Catholica there.becanae of her 
Catholic founder and his noble stand for 
religions freedom. .\t the age of forty 
Dr. Carroll returned to his native cuuiitry. 

For fifteen years he occupied positions 
of tmst, and was appointed First Bishop 
of Baltimore and bead of the Catholic 
chnrch in the United SUtea. In com- 
pliance with a promiae made to an Eng- 
lish gentleman, Mr. Weld, of Lulwortb 
Castle, he was conaccrated in his <loines- 
tic chapel by Bishop W'aliiiesley, \'icar 
.\postolic of tlie London district, thelx>ok 
of the tlosjicl being held over his shoul- 
der by the son of his friend, afterward 
the distinguiahcd Cardinal Weld. In a 
private letter to Dr. Troy, Ardibiahop^if 
Dublin, Dr. Carroll wrote that if it 
were not for thia request and promise, he 
would have preferred the coii.secration to 
have taken place in .\merica or iu Ire- 
laiKl, the tend of his Catholic fotcfath- 

ers. 

His consecration took place on the 15th 
of Auguat, 1790, the Peaat of the Aa- 
sumption of the Blessed Virgin, under 
whose patronage he placed the church of 
these States. Bishop Carroll was an 
.\merican patriot as well as a Christian 
Bi.shop. Love of country and of race is 
a feeling planted by t'.o<l in the human 
heart, and when properly directed be- 
comes a natural virtue. Biahop Carroll's 
patriotiam never conflicted with hia re- 
ligion, for he alwaya acted for Ood horn 
a sense of duty, whether pfsschillg the 
gospel in Baltimore or with his friend 
Benjamin I'ranklin, acting as re|)resenta- 
tive of the Colonial Government in his 
mission to Quebec. 

The juriadiction of the new BiJiop ex- 
tended over the entire country, but he 
aoon found it impoaaible. becauae of the 
increaae of Catholica and the great dia- 
tance of the places and difficultiea of 
travel, as well as his advanced age. to 
faithfully guard ao acattered a flock. The 
Bishops who, in 1810, were ajipointed to 
aid him in his great work weie .ip islolic 
men, animated by bis own spirit, like the 
splendid Biahop Flaget, of Budstown; 
Bgata of Philadelphia, and Cbcverus of 
Soeton. 

When Bishop Carroll was consecrated , 
in 17tN),the entire popnlatibnof the United 



States was a little less than 4,000,000, 
and the Catholic population waa. esti- 
mated at about 40,<HX), thirty priests ad- 
ministering to this .scattererl flock. There 

was not a single asylum throughout the 
land. The churches were only the few 
modest houses of worship erected in 
Catholic settlements, chiefly in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. Georgetown College, 
just then founded, waa the only Catholic 
seat of learning in the country. Glance 
at the preaent. 

The population of the Ignited States has 
grovMi within a century from l,l»(Mi,(HKI to 
".■j.diK^iMMl of peo|)le; the progress of the 
church has more than kept pace with the 
material development of the country. 
There ia now embraced within the popu- 
lation of the United SUtea 15,000,000 
Cathdlics. There are seventeen Arch- 
bishops, nearly UK) Bishops, more than 
10,000 priests, nearly 1 8, (KMI churches and 
chapels, sixty-nine seminaries, exclusively 
devoted to the training of candidates 
for the sacred ministry; there are 000 col- 
leges and academies for the higher edu- 
cation of the youth of both sexes, and 
4,000 pariah schools. There are 1,000 hoa- 
)>itals and orphan asylums. What if of 
immense ini{)ortance is that her spirit 
has in nothing degenerated. She is alive 
toilay with a <livine energy and fecun- 
dity that will continue to multiply these 
great results.

The horse took 
fright and dashed off along the road for 
a mile. When he was stopped by a man 
named Orady it was found that Kirwan 
was almost reduced to pulp. Despite 
the terrible state of his injuries he lived 
until I'atlier Dunpliy arrived. The goo<l 
priest did al' he could to relieve his ag- 
onv after he had adminislereci the last 
sacrament, hut to no avail, as the poor 
man died in about an hour.
